Smallpox in the United States. 

COLORADO. 

Denver, Colo., February 4, 1899. 

Sir : The following statement is issued in order that the medical 
profession may be accurately informed as to the present status of the 
smallpox outbreaks in Denver. 

Denver has been free from smallpox since 1890, with the exception 
of imported cases at long intervals, as follows : 1891, 1 case from Trini- 
dad ; 1892, 1 case from New Mexico ; 1893, 4 cases from Seattle ; 1895, 

1 case en route from Mexico. 

PRESENT PREVALENCE OF THE DISEASE IN DENVER. 

On November 15, 1898, a sheep herder from New Mexico, suffering 
from the disease, passed through the city, going to Fort Collins, where 
it is reported he died. Ten days after he passed through Denver, 

2 railway employees with whom he had come in contact developed 
smallpox ; a week later the child of one of these men and a sister of the 
other were taken down. All were removed to hospital ; all recovered 
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
